DRAFT LAW CONSTITUTIONAL 


Supreme Court Holds. Argument of 


Objectors Without Merit. 


Washington, Jan. S.—Chief Justice 


White in handing down the United 
States supreme court's decision hold- 
ing the draft law constitutional, saicl 
the ar^umeBts of all the objectors 
were "absolutely devoid of merit." 
"Our miivl is unable to conceive that 
•raising armies by draft'. is 
slavery 


and violates the thirteen-tlt amend- 
ment," Chief Justice White said.
